CONSTITUTION 

-OP  THE— 

Fairlrory  Union  Agricultural  Boaril, 

ADOPTED  JAN,  3«,  1876, 


■Whereas — The  farmers  and  mechanics  of  this  portion  of 
the  State,  deem  this  point  the  best  opening  for  a  great  Union 
Fair,  and  having  a  desire  to  elevate  their  profession,  and 
excite  in  each  other  a  spirit  of  emulation  arid  rivalry,  we, 
therefore,  do  hereby  form  ourselves  into  an  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  Association,  with  its  central  point  at  Fairbury, 
Illinois,  with  the  following  Constitution: 

Art.  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Fairbuby 
UmoN  Agricultural  Board. 

Art.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  Association  shall  he  six 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  assignable  and  transferable  upon  the  stock  books  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  3.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote, 
and  one  only,  and  each  voter  shall  vote  in  person. 

Art.  4,  Certificates  of  stock  may  be  transferred,  hut  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  to  succeed  five  hundred 
dollars  ( $500,)  in  stock.

Aitr.  6.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually,  in  Fairbury, 
Illinois,  on  the  scsond  Tuesday  in  January,  .for  tlie  purpose 
of  electing  officers,  and  transacting  such  other  business  as 
may  he  necessary. 

Aht.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
one  President,  one  ice  President,  one  Secretary,  one  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  a  Board  of  thirteen  Directors,  who  shall  he  elected 
by  ballot,  in  the  following  manner  :  The  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  shall  he  elected  annually. 
There  shall  he  thirteen  Directors  elected  at  the  first  election, 
and  such  Directors  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  fix  by  lot  the 
terms  ot  office  ot  its  Directors.  Six  shall  serve  tor  one  year, 
and  seven  for  two  years,  and  the  terra  of  office  of  said  Direc¬ 
tors,  shall  he  two  years  after  said  six  shall  go  out  of  office. 
Six  being  elected  one  year,  and  seven  two  years,  at  each 
annual  election,  alternately. 

Art.  8.  The  duties  of  the  President,  other  than  those 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  shall  be,  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association,  and  Board  of  Directors.  He 
shall  have  general  supervision  over  Directors,  and  control  of 
the  property  and  interests  of  the  Association,  and  shall  pro¬ 
vide  means  to  maintain  order  and  observance  of  rules,  regula 
tions  and  by-laws  of  the  Association,  and  laws  of  the  State. 

Art.  9.  The  duties  of  the  Vice  President  null  he,  to  pre¬ 
side  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  both  are 
absent,  the  Association  may  elect  a  Chairman,  pro  tern 

Art.  10.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  will  he,  to  attend  to 
all  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  Board  of  Directors.  He 
shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  and  shall  arrange

Art*  11*  No  person  who  is  not  a  stockholder  to  this 
Association,  shall  be  eligible  to  office* 

Art*  15*  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  fair  on 
their  grounds,  at  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
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decide,  ami  then  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  and 
appoint  such  superintendents  and  committees  for  conducting 
such  fairs,  and  publish  the  same  as  they  may  deem  the  best 
interests  of  the  Association  demand. 

Art.  10.  The  President  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  hy  mail  or  otherwise,  or  the  Secretary  may  call 
a  meeting  in  the  same  manner,  upon  being  requested  in 
writing,  by  five  or  more  of  the  Directors  of  the  Association. 

Art.  IT,  The  fairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  open  to 
the  world  for  competition. 

Art.  IS.  The  Association  null  not  prohibit  persons  from 
selling  any  article  or  animals  on  exhibition,  at  public  or 
private  sale,  during  the  last  da}T  of  the  Fair. 

Art,  lh.  All  premiums  not  called  for  on  Saturday  pre¬ 
ceding  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be 
considered  donated  to  the  Association. 

Art.  20.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  altered 
or  amended  at  any  regular  or  annular  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  The  members  present.

The  Board  will  hold  its  First  Animal  Fair  at  the  Fair 
Grounds  in  Fairbury,  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and 
Friday,  September  12th,  13th,  14th  and  15th,  1876. 

Tiie  following  rules  and  regulations  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Board,  and  will  he  strictly  adhered  to. 

1.  The  entry  books  will  be  open  on  Tuesday,  at  the  Secre¬ 
tary’s  office,  on  the  grounds,  and  it  is  desirable  that  all  entries 
should  be  made  on  that  day.  Ko  entry  will  be  made  after  12 
o’clock  in,,  on  the  second  day,  for  which  the  article,  or  animal 
is  to  compete  for  premiums  as  per  premium  list.  Particular 
attention  is  called  to  this,  as  it  is  impossible  to  give  satisfac¬ 
tion  in  any  other  way.  Those  who  make  the  entries,  shall  be 
on  the  grounds  and  remain  during  the  Fair,  unless  excused 
by  the  President. 

2.  Stalls  for  horses  and  cattle  shall  be  paid  for,  as  follows: 
Box  stalls,  fifty  cents,  and  open  stalls,  twenty-five  cents,  per 
day;  and  if  animals  occupying  stalls  are  not  exhibited  in  the 
ring  at  the  time  appointed  for  their  class  and  lot  to-  exhibit 
and  compete  for  premiums,  the  owner  or  exhibitor  will  be 
charged  five  dollars  per  day,  for  each  stall  so  occupied.
